The Roller Rifles went on to bring glory to AMA for the next 38 years that the 
school was open. Then, at Reunion 2005, the drill platoon was reactivated and marched at 
subsequent reunion weekends, but old bones, aches and pains have brought a glorious end 
to this brave endeavor. The Roller Rifles wil! march one more time — at Reunion 2011 — then 
the unit will be deactivated, the guidon furled and cased and presented to the Honorary Vice 
Commander of the unit Linda Roller Livick, Lieutenant Roller's daughter and General Roller's 
granddaughter. She in turn will present the banner to the AMA Museum to be displayed there. 
Details of the 2011 ceremonies are inside.

End of an era 
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Tommy Roller, ‘36, son of Colonel Tom Roller and 
grandson of AMA’s founder, passes away at 92 


Thomas Antrim Roller, the son of AMA Superintendent and co-owner Colonel Thomas Jacob Roller and 
Mrs. Roller, died in Mesa, AZ on 29 July, six days after a fall which broke his hip. He was 92.' 


The 1918 yearbook included a calendar of events for the 
school year. The entry for 22 November 1917 says, 


"Colonel Tom Roller enters the room all smiles. It’s a boy." 


Tommy was born at Beaumont, the lovely 
Georgian house next to the track around the 
drill field. 

When he enrolled at AMA, he moved into Big 
Barracks and went on to be First Captain his 
senior year, President of the Honor Committee, 
President of the YMCA and Literary Editor of 
The Recall. He played varsity football, wrestled 
and was an intramural boxer. He earned both 
the Spanish and Latin Medals in his senior year 
and was elected unanimously to ad Astra. Tom 
also was a member of the Roller Society. 

Roller graduated from the University of 
Virginia in 1940, then came back to Augusta to 
teach math and aeronautics in 1940-41. It was 
he who installed the Link Trainer in the aca- 
demic building next to Hoover Hall. 

When World War Two began, Tommy went 
into the Army Air Corps and flew missions in 
Burma, China and over "The Hump." His flying 
jacket has been on display at the AMA Museum 
with Chinese characters on the back which 
identified him as an American if he had been : 
forced to bail out over China. 

When the war ended, Captain Roller came 
back to Augusta to teach. In March of 1946, 
Colonel Tom died suddenly 
while visiting in Florida. Young 
Tom and the Big Boy had vastly 
different ideas on how to run the 
school and Tom realized that 
remaining at AMA was not a 
valid option. 

He was accepted as an agent 
for the FBI but finding that his 
job mainly was pushing paper in 
a New Jersey field office, he 
went to Florida to join a friend in 
the real estate business. There 
he bought a restaurant and was 
doing well until the smell of oil 
enticed him to Texas. 

Tommy moved to Houston to

begin a career in oil and gas exploration and prospected 
and searched for oil in Texas, Colorado, Oklahoma and 
New Mexico. Roller founded 
Sabena Oil and moved to 
Southern California in 1973. 

During all these job 
changes, Tom had married 
and had four children but 
with the long absences 
required in the search for oil 
that marriage ended in 
divorce. He met and married 
Dina in 1984 and she pre- 
deceased him. 

Tom owned and piloted 
two different aircraft and 
kept a 35 foot boat in a 
California marina. He is 
listed in Who's Who of the 
West and was an avid golfer 
and in later years, a bowler. 

Tom said that had his 
father lived he likely would 
have stayed at AMA. "That 
is what | was trained to do 
and that is what | had 
hoped to do." He said of all 
his honors as an AMA cadet 
none pleased him more than having been elected "Most 
popular old man" by all of the cadets. "/ always felt that | 
had to do my very best because my name is Roller and | 
didn’t want anyone to be able to say that | had gotten 
some honor because of my father.” Testifying to that 
commitment Tommy finished his four years at Augusta with 
the second highest grade average over that period of time. 

Colonel Tom Roller and Major 
Charles Roller, Jr. had taken 
over AMA after their father 
passed away in 1907. Together, 
they ran the school until Colonel 
Tom died in 1946. 

Dina never got back to AMA 
but she said that Tom still did 
things the way he was taught at 
school. "He always made his 
bed with those AMA military 
corners," she said. 

Tom is buried with Dina at 
Forest Lawn Memorial Park in 
Cypress, CA.

On 28 May 1946, then Major Charles S. Roller, Jr. (later General, and known as the Big Boy) issued 
General Order No 1 forming an organization at Augusta Military Academy to be known as the Charles S. 
Roller III Rifles in memory of his son the late Lieutenant Charles S. Roller III. The organization consisted 
of Major Charles S. Roller, Jr., Honorary Commander, Linda Moorman Roller (Livick), daughter of Charles 
S. Roller HI, Honorary Vice-Commander, and forty two cadets of the Augusta Military Academy. Cadet 
membership was based on nomination by the Commander and the head of the Military Science and Tactics 
Department and voted in by active cadet members from those in the Corps of Cadets who had "demonstrated 
| by devotion to duty and soldierly qualities their worthiness to be a member of this organization." 

All of us who attended AMA can remember that the Roller Rifles represented the very best of our 
respective Corps of Cadets. Whether you aspired to be a member or were a member of the Roller Rifles, one 
thing is certain: all of us were very proud of the drill team that represented AMA at parades throughout the 
| state of Virginia, at Presidential and Gubernatorial Inaugurations, in Washington, DC and at exhibitions with 
| other military academies at halftime of football games. 

: At Reunion 2004, a conversation developed among former AMAAA President Garry Granger, ‘71, 
| Jim Hash, ‘72 and Tom DelValle, ‘73, to wit: "Wouldn’t it be great if we could get a group of the guys 
| together to reenact a Roller Rifles exhibition at our next reunion?" One thing led to another and to the delight 
| and joy of many of our older alumni, we re-established the unit as the "New" Roller Rifles putting on 
exhibitions from R2005 to R2008! But tired bones, aches, and pains pretty much put an inglorious end to the 
| Roller Rifles exhibitions. In subsequent years under pressure from numerous alumni and former AMA faculty 
| there were several unsuccessful attempts to resurrect the group. 

Prior to the 2010 reunion some of us felt that in honor of Charles S. Roller HI, his father, General 
| Charles (Big Boy) Roller, Jr., his daughter, Linda Moorman Roller (Livick), the former members of the Roller 
| Rifles Drill team, and the thousands of AMA Cadets who proudly cheered them that we needed to formally 
and honorably decommission the drill team in a memorable and worthy fashion. Consequently, we have formed 
| an organizational committee for the Charles S Roller III Rifles decommissioning ceremony which event will 
take place on the black top on Saturday, April 16, 2011. Part of this ceremony will include the last exhibition 
of this unit. 

You are hereby formally invited to participate in this last historic assembly of the unit, which over the 
last half century represented the best of Augusta Military Academy. Your willingness to march and participate 
requires a commitment to attend practice (to be scheduled during the Reunion) and to be in proper uniform for 
| the event. Each participant will receive a commemorative medal and certificate marking this historic event in 
the proud history of our school.

Created at the end of the 1946-47 school year and revived in the 21* 
Century, the Roller Rifles will perform one more time before the guidon 
is furled and cased and the unit is deactivated. 

The ceremonies will highlight the Reunion 2011 weekend as the 
Rifles perform for the last time on Saturday 16 April. Over the years, 
the Roller Rifles brought great glory to AMA excelling in activities like 
the George Washington Birthday Parade in Alexandria, the Apple 
Blossom Festival in Winchester and at a host of other parades and 
ceremonies around the state. In 1976 under the command of John The 1948 Recall had the first yearbook photo 
Tyminski, ~76, the Rifles took first place at a multi-school competition o¢ 4 Roller Rifles platoon. Hal Walters, ‘48, 
at Morehead State in Kentucky. was the commander of the unit. 

When the unit was created, General Charles S. Roller, Jr. was the 
Honorary Commander and Linda Moorman Roller (Livick) was the 
Honorary Vice Commander. The unit was named for Charles S. Roller, Ill, "27, the general's son and Linda's father. 
Lieutenant Roller had been killed in an automobile accident in-1938. Mrs. Livick will take part in the deactivation ceremonies.

GENERAL ORDER 24 May 1946 


1. Be there activated this Twenty-fourth day of May, in the year of our Lord 
One Thousand Nine Hundred and Forty-Six. in commemoration of the late 
Lieutenant Charles S. Roller, lil, at Augusta Military Academy, an organization 
hereafter to be known as the Charles S. Roller Il! Rifles. This organization will 
consist of Major Charles S. Roller, Jr., Honorary Commander, Linda Moorman 
Roller, Honorary Vice-Commander, and forty-two cadets of the Augusta Military 
Academy to be organized as follows: A Commander, Executive Officer, Platoon 
Sergeant, Platoon Guide, three Squad Leaders, and twenty-two Privates, whose 
motto shall forever be Courage, Honor, and Fidelity. They shall wear on the left 
shoulder a distinctive insignia (Charles S. Roller ill Rifles). New members will be 
nominated by the Honorary Commander and the Professor of Military Science and 
Tactics, and voted in by the active members from fellow cadets who have 
demonstrated by devotion to duty and soldierly qualities their worthiness to be a 
member of this organization. 


2. Any member receiving a correct report for any offence shall be dismissed 
from the organization and shall forfeit any cadet rank he may hoid. Each report will 
be investigated by the three senior officers and a vote will be taken by all members 
before any verdict is announced. 


3. Each member will be required to take the following oath: “t, , do 
solemnly swear that | will uphold the traditions of Augusta Military Academy and 
obey all orders and regulations as may be published from time to time; that | will 
attend all formations of the organization within my power; that | will conduct myself 
as a cadet and a gentleman at all times, so help me God. 


4. This document shall be placed in the School safe with a roster of the 
organization for each year until the organization is disbanded.

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Paul Poluito, ‘73, is one of a 
thousand UVA liver transplants 


If you attended the 2010 reunion, you know that Paul 
Poluito, ‘73, was Chairman of the AMA Open and played 
golf on Friday of the reunion weekend. He’s been an avid 
golfer for years but feared he would have to give up the 
game forever a few years back 
when he went from healthy to 
having a full blown and life 
threatening liver disease. 

In the spring of 2008, Paul 
was approved for the National 
Liver Transplant List with an 
estimated 16,000 others who 
were awaiting new livers. But in 
what many would consider a 
miracle, Poluito received his 
liver transplant only two days 
later at the University of Virginia 
Health System in Charlottes- 
ville. He spent a week in the 
hospital, then went home to 
continue his recuperation. 

He’s taken up golf again and played recently at the U.S. 
Transplant Games in Wisconsin representing Team 
Virginia. Paul says that when people ask his age, "/ fell 
them | am two and a half years old since that’s how long 
it’s been since | got my new liver and my new life." 

In August, U.Va performed it’s 1,000" liver transplant, a 
milestone achieved by very few hospitals. It has become 
one of the nation’s top liver transplant centers. 

Paul lives in Waynesboro and is a continuing education 
media specialist at U.Va.

"Captain Saunders, Buddy, or Fuzzy Motto," however 
you addressed him, he always responded, most often in 
a manner that completely disarmed you. A sharp wit and 
an acid tongue would cut you down to size. 

My one year as Post Graduate at AMA gave me the 
opportunity to meet him as an English Literature teacher.

A personal meaning for Veterans Day 

Armistice Day was proclaimed on November 11" 1919 
by President Wilson one year after the first World War 
ended and 35 years later in 1954, President Eisenhower 
renamed it Veterans Day to honor our veterans of all 
wars. From what | can determine, AMA's Veterans Day 
observances with the "Died on the field of honor, sir” 
responses to the names of those killed in action began 
after World War Two where 53 of our brothers died. 

The day meant even more to me when | heard that 
my classmate Neil Kirk Maclver, °61, of Takoma Park, 
Maryland had been killed in action at the very start of the 
Vietnam War before most Americans had ever heard of 
Vietnam. (My mother's maiden name was Kirk and that is 
also my middie name, so we may be related.) 

Neil joined the Army straight out of AMA and was a 19 
year old radio operator when he was killed in an ambush 
on 29 May 1963. He was awarded a Bronze Star post- 
humously and was buried with honors at Arlington. He 
was the 46" American casualty of the 58,151 who would 
eventually give their lives in this war. 

Neil was one of twelve Augusta men killed in Vietnam 
and the only one | knew personally. | did recognize some 
of the other names: Ernest Beauchamp, Tom Carnegie, 
Zane Glazar and Lawrence Greene. | never thought | 
would be recalling names | had heard called out at for- 
mation or in the Big Room or the Mess Hall and realizing 
that they were now dead. 

Now, when | think of those November mornings many 
years ago, walking out the Front Arch past the bronze 
plaques on our left listing our fallen classmates and 
watching the cold grey dawn break across the fog 
shrouded valley over the Blue Ridge, | think about what 
those mornings meant then and still mean today. 

As we stood at parade rest awaiting the final assembly 
bugle call and the drums that would march us off to the 
Mess Hall, we all knew what the rest of the day would 
bring. A day filled with formal ceremonies remembering 
those who had fallen. The Veterans Day Parade in 
Harrisonburg. A day without classes but a day to reflect 
on what it meant for many of us who knew that we would 
have military futures. 

My wife attended Stuart Hall and our daughter teaches 
school in Rockingham County having married into the 
Redifer family. | was surprised to learn that a distant 
cousin from Stuart's Draft was a Marine in Iraq and had 
been killed by a roadside bomb. Like Neil, Jason Redifer, 
a Stuart Hall grad, had joined the Marines directly out of 
school. There is now a flag pole at Stuart Hall honoring 
Jason and | was proud to see that AMA alumni helped to 
pay for its erection.

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Leopoldville_ mystery unraveled 


Claude Bradley, ‘43, died on Christmas Eve 1944 
when his troopship was torpedoed off France 


Sergeant Claude Powell Bradley, ~43, of Stuarts Draft, 
known to his friends as Cloteel, was assigned to the 262" 
Infantry Regiment, 66" Infantry Division in World War II. 
That assignment would cost him his life on the day before 
Christmas 1944. 

More than 2,200 American troops were on board the SS 
Leopoldville headed from England to Cherbourg, France on 
their way to relieve troops struggling in what would become 
known as the Battle of the Bulge. By dawn on Christmas 
Day, 783 young Americans would be dead, victims of a 
German torpedo attack and the frigid waters of the English 
Channel. 

It was mass confusion when 
the ship was first loaded in 
England. One unit was put on 
board, then told to disembark to 
be replaced with soldiers from 
the 66" Division. Many of the 
Americans ended up in a cargo 
hold with only one wooden 
staircase leading down. To the 
men of the 66", this was merely 
another uncomfortable Army 
maneuver. Being escorted by 
four destroyers from the Royal 
Navy, they likely felt safe. 

Many things were to contribute to the tragedy to come. 
There were no safety drills nor distribution of life vests. The 
Belgian crew gave no instructions to any of the troops as 
the ship got under way.The Germans had a new snorkel 
which enabled their submarines to stay out of sight longer 
thus avoiding detection. There was no air support covering 
them in the cross Channel trip and both French and 
American troops were caught up in 
Christmas celebrations that took them 
away from their posts. 

The torpedo hit the Leopoldville just 
five miles from land. Many soldiers 
were killed by the explosion and others 
were in near panic as they tried to 
scramble out of the hold onto the deck. 
Someone started singing Silent Night 
and one survivor says, "Everyone 
quieted down and made their way 
topside in good order." The calm did 
not last long for when they reached the 
deck they saw the crew abandoning the 
ship, being lowered in life boats and 
departing. Some of the soldiers tried to 
lower the remaining life boats and rafts 
but the lines became tangled and the 
inexperienced men could not do so. On 
the floor of the Channel, the unused life

rafts remain lashed to the wreck of 
The Leopoldville 66 years later. 

Meanwhile, the Brilliant, one of the 
British destroyers began tracking the 
U-boat not realizing that a ship in the 
convoy had been torpedoed. (It was 
learned later that the skipper thought 
the Leopoldville was a cargo vessel 
with no troops on board.) When the 
destroyer's captain learned of the 
torpedoing they came along side the 
Leopoldville and told 
its captain to drop 
anchor. Had tugboats been alerted to the 
attack, they could likely have pulled the ship 
to safety on a sand bar or all the way into 
port. But once the anchor was dropped and 
since there no power to raise it, the ship 
was doomed. The British captain radioed his 
English base which passed the message on 
to the American base in England which then 
sent the message to France and the 
American Navy. This message took more 
than an hour to make its rounds. 

Brilliant moved close to the listing ship 
and began to take men off but the seas were very lively 
and the vessels were slamming into each other. Some men 
were crushed as they sought the safety of the British ship 
and some fell into the cold waters when they misjudged the 
jump to the Brilliant. 

On shore, fishermen and troops were finally alerted to the 
disaster but too much time had passed. Many of the young 
soldiers already had perished in the cold water while some 
were trapped with no way out of the flooded com- 
partments. Then, the Leopoldville cracked and sank. 
When the small boats arrived, they found only bodies 
floating in the Channel. The next several days were 
spent collecting bodies and identifying the dead. 
Sergeant Bradley's body was never found. 

On orders from the very top, survivors were pro- 
hibited from talking about the disaster. British and 
American leaders were appalled at the embarrassing 
number of errors and at that crucial time in the war 
did not want the Germans to know of the damage 
inflicted by the U-boat attack. The History Channel 
has done a one hour documentary on the Leopoila- 
ville and were told by many they interviewed that the 
entire incident was classified. Families who asked for 
details of their loved one's deaths were told very 
little. But this was another time when a lot was 
censored and out of concern for the safety of 
American boys journalists did not try to get a scoop

Do you have change for a $100,000 bill?

A sheet of $100,000 bills features President Woodrow Wilson. These are 
the largest denomination bills ever printed in the U.S. Scott Handy, ‘83, 
took part in a money fair where these rare bills were exhibited. 


In an economic turndown, it might be hard to get your head around this: 
a rare sheet of $100,000 bills. This and gold from the California Gold Rush 
were on display at a money fair in Boston. 

Scott Handy, “83, a U.S. Treasury employee, said that people "really like 
to see these bills. Most of the kids say, ‘Wow! That’s a lot of money!" The 
$100,000 sheet of bills is estimated be worth $1.6 million today. The bills 
were gold certificates and could only be used in transferring money from one 
Federal Reserve Bank to another and cannot be held by private collectors. 

Handy said the show also featured some 30,000 pounds of gold recovered 
from a ship which sank off the North Carolina coast in 1857. The gold came 
from California originally - a product of the 1849 gold rush — and the Boston 
money fair was the first time it has been shown to the general public.

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Roger Mullis, ‘76, raising money for vet cemetery 


In far northern Igo, California, there is a small, largely unknown veterans cemetery that Roger Mullis, ‘76, recently discovered. 
Roger, a freelance photojournalist, was scouting for a unique image that involved "star trails," a shot of the night sky from a fixed 
position which records the stars in the heavens as the Earth revolves. 

The trick to making a memorable star trails image is to have a unique foreground such as an observatory, trees, etc. In this 
situation, Roger felt that perhaps making the image in a location that is ordinarily held in such reverence would hoid a special 
challenge, such as a veterans’ cemetery. How to take the picture and not take away from what is most important: respect for the 
veterans that are buried there. 

While looking through the cemetery, Mullis discovered that there was the grave of WW II Marine Corp Medal Of Honor Recipient 
Colonel James Swett. Roger wanted to take an image that not only honored ail veterans, but focused on Colonel Swett’s gravesite 
in particular. After approaching the cemetery management and explaining his concept for the image, he learned that the cemetery 
has been trying to raise funds for the construction of a chapel for the families of veterans. 

Roger, at the suggestion of his fiancée, Donna Allison, recommended to Steve Jorgensen, manager for the cemetery, that if 
Roger could be granted access to the grounds for one night and take the star trail image, he would release the rights and they 
could sell the picture in an attempt to raise the necessary funds to achieve their goals.

Even though Brigadier General Larry Nicholson, °75, 
has returned home from Camp Leatherneck, Afghanistan, 
his legacy continues. The contacts made and friendships 
formed while he was deployed have left a lasting im- 
pression. With the encouragement and backing of the 
alumni and friends of AMA, the Fort Defiance High School 
family, and a network of supporters across the USA, we 
continue to support the Marines and Sailors in their ongoing 
efforts to have a positive impact on improving the lives of 
the children in Afghanistan. Once again a three-pronged 
approach seemed to be the best way to tackle the situation. 

During Larry's deployment, our efforts were concentrated 
on making a difference in the lives of the Marines and 
Sailors, the Afghan women and children by supporting the 
FET (Female Engagement Teams) and we supported the 
reconstruction efforts of the Marines in Civil Affairs. Many 
school supplies, toys and soccer balls were also sent to the 
Marines to hand out to the children in hopes that bonds of 
trust would be formed, which would benefit our Marines in the 
long run. 

Once Larry's team returned home in April, | thought that life 
would return to normal here on Stingy Hollow. How wrong | 
was. Well, maybe "normal" just took on a new definition for 
me.

wounded in the line of duty and who were recuperating in the 
infirmary at Camp Leatherneck. Most would eventually return 
to combat after their wounds healed. Of course those seriously 
wounded are sent home. Michelle helps keep up the spirits of 
the Wounded Warriors by delivering the items that many folks 
continue to send. In my latest correspondence with her, the 
supply lines are now open and they just have to put in a 
request for them. Michelle will be in Afghanistan until January, 
so | imagine we'll continue to send her occasional boxes of 
goodies for the Wounded Warriors. Let me emphasize that 
there has been a great outpouring of support for our young 
men who have been wounded in the line of duty. Our efforts 
are but a drop in the 
proverbial bucket!

Now Zad is opening two schools 
that | know of and one being an all 
girl(s) which is huge... 1%Sgt 
Michael Bass has the company in 
that area of my battalion, he could 
give you numbers and dates and 
such to help you out more. | 
currently have 47 schools over the 
battalion area of operations and 
that is spread out into the small 
villages so | think sticking to one 
location would be the best for the 
kids." 

So, the second prong was to 
support the Marines and Sailors in 
1/2, by shipping Ramen Noodles 
and Easy Mac and Cheese. 1200 
packs of Ramen Noodles, which were donated by Maruchan 
Inc, Richmond, were shipped. My goodness what great folks 
they are! This was their second donation! Another donation 
was made by one of the Jacob's Ladder Board Members who 
secured four cases of Ready Bath Basics from Medline. | have 
not heard how those pre-moistened washcloths were received, 
but I'll Keep asking! 210 cups of Easy Mac and Cheese were 
also purchased and all the food shipments and washcloths 
were divvied out to SgtMaj Young, SgtMaj Cullen and 1“Sgt 
Bass for distribution to the Marines and Sailors in their 
respective areas.

1*Sgt Bass sent a wish list that several in A Company came 
up with and with that list in hand, | approached Larry Landes, 
the principal at Fort Defiance High School. He agreed that 
FDHS could "adopt" the first all girls’ school in Now Zad and 
therefore that has been our third prong! Over 110 Ibs of school 
supplies were shipped to Now Zad this summer and since 
school has started, we've been collecting and purchasing more 
notebooks, pens, crayons, markers, colored pencils, #2 
pencils, erasers, pencil sharpeners, glue sticks, and coloring 
books to stuff into 300 drawstring back packs. Boxes of school 
supplies such as construction paper, folders, scissors, rulers, 
glue, and odds and ends such as shoes and art supplies, are 
being collected to ship to the Marines for the teachers to use 
at school. | think the PE department at FDHS is going to 
purchase jump ropes for the school. 

I've given a presentation for the Leadership class at FDHS 
to encourage them to come up with ideas about service 
projects that might involve helping the Marines and Sailors or 
the Afghan children. | believe one student is going to collect 
cosmetics for the girls and perhaps give them each a small 
bag with items that are not necessary to one's improved 
physical health but more of a luxury to boost one's mental 
health. 

In September, the Marines and Sailors from 1/2 returned 
home, and those in 1/8 are replacing them. Once the mailing

In summary, from 22 
June to 4 August, with the

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Jerry Izenberg, ‘48, is still writing from his home in Las Vegas

His long friendship with Muhammad 
Ali has given Jerry Izenberg count- 
less cherished memories. When 
Izenberg wrote a column supporting 
Ali's refusal to join the military, though, 
the trouble began. A bomb threat was 
called into Izenberg's newspaper, the 
Newark Star-Ledger. Advertisers pull- 
ed out. He received envelopes full of 
hate mail — and worse, though de- 
corum prevents us from getting into 
the sorrid details. Vandals smashed 
the windows of his gray Chevy outside 
his home but the situation was not 
without its grim humor. 

“Here’s the newspaper building and 
here’s the street," |zenberg says 
arranging a cell phone and a salt 
shaker on the table to recreate a 
scene from downtown Newark in the 
late “60s. "I’m going to pull up here 
and park next to the building, but I’ve 
got a red light. While I’m waiting, here 
comes another gray Chevy down the 
Street. It pulls in and parks next to the 
paper. The driver gets out and starts 
to walk away. Two guys jump out of 
another car and with sledgehammers 
they break out his front windshield." 

The victim of the case of mistaken 
identity didn't have a clue as to what 
was happening. “/ went up to the guy 
and said, ‘Don’t take it personally. It’s 
only business,’ |zenberg says with an 
impish grin. 

That's Izenberg in precis: a compel- 
ling story told with empathy and 
leavened with a street-smart sense of 
humor. 

“Officially” retired in 2007 

One of America's preeminent sports 
writers, [zenberg officially retired from 
the Star-Ledger in 2007. He moved to 
Henderson, Nevada (just outside Las 
Vegas) where he lives full time as he 
works on a series of book projects 
and files occasional stories for his old 
paper under the label of "columnist 
emeritus" — "a Latin word meaning old 
fart," he jokes. 

His book Through My Eyes: A Sport 
Writer's 58 Year Journey is a memoir 
of his life in the business. It contains 
stories of greats like Secretariat and 
Ali but also portraits of forgotten 
denizens of racetrack backstretchers 
and memories of his childhood in

Newark where he grew up as the son 
of an immigrant father who came to 
love baseball after leaving Europe to 
escape anti-Semitism. 

Though he personifies the image of 
a Northeastern newspaperman, Jerry 
says he is adjusting well to his desert 
home. "I didn’t think | was going to 
like moving to Nevada because | 
grew up in Newark with the cracked 
sidewalks and the smog and all that," 
he says. He gestures toward the 
splendid view from his back yard 
patio. "Now, look at those mountains. 
One of them is called Sunrise 
Mountain. | am getting up at 6:30 to 
see the sun rise! If you do that in 
Newark, it’s hard because the sun is 
rusty and hard to see." 

Izenberg and Las Vegas go way 
back. In town to cover boxing in the 
1960's, Izenberg recalls feeling chills 
down his spine upon entering a casino 
showroom and hearing a young 
Barbra Streisand singing Who’s Afraid 
of the Big Bad Wolf, a track from her 
first album. He watched Don Rickles 
perform and got to know him well. He 
spent time with Sid Wyman, owner of 
The Dunes who told Izenberg that 
casino bosses should embrace the 
gamblers who win. Wyman said there 
will never be enough of them to break 


the house and when they return home 
they would be the best talking ad- 
vertisements for Vegas. "And the 
fights out there — most of them were 
only the best. Las Vegas always 
represented a certain form of excel- 
lence to me," Jerry says. 
Nostalgia for old Las Vegas 

izenberg, a longtime resident of 
Sopranos territory, harbors some 
nostalgia for old Las Vegas: "There 
was a rapport among what | guess 
you'd call the mob guys and the 
sports writers. They liked us very 
much, always did, because they loved 
fighters and that’s the sport that was 
going on out here. | have to believe 
there was a lot more fun in Las 
Vegas then than now. If Las Vegas 
were a hooker, she’s one who has 
been around but she understands 
that her job is not to get the thing 
over with as quickly as possible. | 
think there was a lot of that in old Las 
Vegas. | don’t know if anyone in town 
understands that today." 

Jerry is one of only four writers who 
have covered every Super Bowl. It's a 
nice distinction, he says, but one that 
draws increasingly goofy questions 
from journalists in the Super Bowl 
host city each year.

note asking him to predict which of 
the group of four would be the last 
standing — the eventual sole survivor, 
as it were.

There 
also is a_ Twitter 
account and at least 
two publicly-available 
"YouTube" videos 
showcasing AMA 
and its alumni! In 
case these forms of 
media aren't enough, 
the Executive 
Director of the AMA 
Alumni Foundation 
sends out monthly 
informational emails 
to people on its 
mailing list. With all 
these forms of 
communication 
available, one thing 
is certain: If it is a 
information or 
camaraderie you seek, you will find plenty of it by turning 
on your computer and going to the web addresses we're 
about to give you! 

AMA Alumni Association Web Site 

Of the media mentioned above, the AMA Alumni 
Association web site (http:/Avwww.amaalumni.org/) is the 
oldest. It was created in August 1997 by B.J. d'Orsay, ‘70, 
using his AOL account. The late Terry Snow, ‘58, joined 
the Board of Directors in 1999 and suggested that B.J. 
register the web address. B.J. did so, and also sought out 
a professional web site hosting company. Since then, the 
web site has grown tremendously both in content and in 
presentation. B.J. has been its only webmaster, and has 
paid all costs associated with the site. 

Some of the more memorable additions over the years 
include the @3 Astra Roster, the member e-mail address 
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database, the scrapbook, reunion photos, the addition of 
electronic copies of the Bayonet, the Bayonet index, and 
some Recails, the AMA yearbook. One of B.J.'s first sizable 
projects was to work with Duke Fancher, ‘60, on the 
museum section of the site. According to B.J., this section 
has changed very little over the years, but it continues to be 
a very popular page that towns, tourist sites, and other 
museums link to. As a photographer, | was fascinated by 
the 113 photographs of the museum (and signs leading to 
the museum) that | found in this section! 

While B.J. is the sole webmaster, he readily admits to 
having had help along the way, and greatly appreciates the 
many contributions he has received from others. Alumnus 
Bob Guggenheimer, 43, who lives in Madrid, Spain, was 
instrumental in 
gathering stories and 
memories for the 
scrapbook. Ed Click 
and Bob Bradford, 
both from the Class 
of 1950, provide 
yearly updates to the 
Bayonet Index and 
the @d Astra roster. 
Ed provided the 
initial email database 
to get the online 
database _ started. 
Reunion photos have 
been published 
thanks to the 
contributions of 
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many alumni over 
the years. Mid- 
Valley Press in 


Verona sends an 
electronic version of 
each Bayonet to B.J. 
for posting. 

If you're looking 
for the e-mail ad- 
dress of an old friend, or would like to see a photo of the 
brick paver you purchased to commemorate a loved one, 
the AMA web site is the place to go. In addition to the 
features mentioned above, it now contains a link to the PX, 
which was recently moved to the web site to improve 
service to shoppers while lowering expenses. The site also 
has information on topics such as AMA scholarships, the 
Roller Society, and reunions and upcoming events. 

AMA Alumni Forum 

Separate from the web site, the AMA Alumni Forum 
(http://amaalumni.blogspot.com/) provides a forum for dia- 
logue for all who attended AMA or had family there. It is a 
place to post news stories of interest to alumni and those 
close to the school. The forum is relatively new, having 
been created in May by AMA alumnus Daniel "Bud" 
Oakey, '70. However, it already contains a variety of 
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articles that are sure to interest AMA alumni and friends. 
Recent entries include a story on the retirement of the 
Roller Rifles at Reunion 2011, a thought-provoking article 
entitled "545 People" by retired journalist Charlie Reese, 
and an article discussing the Arizona immigration law 
written by a Mexican who is now a naturalized U.S. citizen. 
AMA alumni love to see pictures, so the forum contains 
those as well. Recently featured were Brigadier General 
Larry Nicholson, °75, the Roller Riders and the Fishburne 
Military Academy cadets who paraded at AMA. 

Although Bud is the mastermind behind the forum, he 
welcomes contributions and feedback from all AMA alumni 
and friends, including suggestions regarding future articles 
and information. The forum is a great site to bookmark, as 
it is updated frequently with “hot off the press" AMA 
information. It also provides stimulating reading to go with 
your first cup of morning coffee! Like the web site, it 
contains links to other AMA social media sites, making it 
easy to navigate from one site to another. 

Facebook 

Posting on or browsing in, Facebook has become a 
popular activity for many people, and AMA alumni have a 
"page" on this popular site. Although the page was set up 
by Robin Nin, '84, anyone who is signed into Facebook 
may access and post to the page.

Eight AMA men were killed in 
the First World War 1917-18 


In recent years, we have at our annual 
reunions honored our alumni who died in World 
War Two, the Korean War and the Vietnam 
War but AMA lost eight alumni in the months 
that the United States was involved in the First 
World War (1917-18). 

The plaque shown at right used to hang in 
the Front Arch and now is displayed at the AMA

each year. This originally was Armistice Day which
